$25.00 in addition to the cost of removing the 
Snow or ice. Also, don't put snow from your 


sidewalks on nearby streets, lanes or other public 
places — that's another way to be fined $25.00. 


The City of Edmonton Engineering 
Department tries to make your winter driving 
safer with the Snow Route System — a planned 
route of major roads that are kept clear of snow 
and ice.
